The downfall of Bimelech, re- 
garded as practically a “‘sure thing” 
by about 90 out of every 100 of the 
experts, in his effort to stage a grand 
finale to a chequered career that has 
been alternate triumph and disaster, 
adds another blemish to his ‘scutch- 
eon—but with the same old question 
mark. For he seems to have been 
ridden with very bad judgment, to 
say the least, being used up in the 
early part of the race in a sprint- 
ing match with several light-weights. 
He then had nothing left to finish 
with and was about three lengths 
off the winner at the end. 


Big Pebble, the surprise winner, 
by the “irony of fate’’, was bred by 
Col. E. R. Bradley, the breeder and 
owner of Bimelech, is by Black 
Servant, he a son of Black Toney, 
also sire of Bimelech, and is a five 
year-old bay horse out of the Eng- 
lish mare, Beach Talk, by Sundridge. 
As a two and three-year-year-old he 
raced in the Bradley stable. He was 
then ‘‘weeded out’’ and passed to the 
Circle M Ranch, which is the name 
under which the horses given as 
owned by Mrs. Edward Moore are 
raced—it being the understanding 
that, as in the case of Mrs. Pelleteri, 
officially the owner of Bay View, 
they are owned by her husband; to 
wit, Edward E. Moore. 

Big Pebble did not drop from the 
clouds, like Bay View. On February 
15 at Hialeah he had won the second 
division of the $10,000—added Mc- 
Lennan Handicap, which had to be 
split into two races because of the 
24 horses declared to start. 


That day he ran 1 1-8 miles in 
1:49 4-5, with the first mile in 1:36 
3-5, winning handily by a length 
and a half under 107 pounds. As he 
had but 109 pounds for the $50,000 
race this made him look to have a 
real chance for it; but in the furore 
over Bimelech he was all but _for- 
gotten and went to the post at about 
35 to 1. 


After Bimelech had been thorou- 
ghly winded by matching strides 
with the two light weights, Cherry 
Jam 105 and Haltal 108, the first 
mile being run in 1:36 2-5, Big 
Pebble and his stable companion 
Get Off (115 pounds) came scorch- 
ing up and it was all over. 


Both were ridden out and in a 
hot finish Big Pebble beat his stable- 
mate by a head in 2:02 4-5. The win- 
ner was ridden by George Seabo, who 
became prominent by riding Chal- 
ledon as a 2-year-old and during his 
early 3-year-old career; but then, 
after that colt had suffered a couple 
of defeats, was given his conge. 


Up to the Hialeah meeting Big 
Pebble had never won a stake event 
of any description, as was the case 
with Bay View at Santa Anita. 

Verily; “He has put down the 
mighty from their seats and has 
exalted them of low degree.

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Foxhunting Notes 





(Article No. 1 of a Series) 
By W. NEWBOLD ELY, M. F. H. 


Having been appointed by the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission to 
the Committee to study the bounty 
systems your editor has requested 
me to give you a few extracts from 
time to time on our findings, espec- 
ially as pertaining to foxes, because 
this Pennsylvania study may exert 
considerable influence on the treat- 
ment of foxes, and, PER IPSE fox- 
hunting, in other states which are 
casting an eye toward the Pennsyl- 
vania findings. 

At our first meeting in Harrisburg 
the Commission had arranged ad- 
dresses by three outstanding and 
impartial experts. Dr.

the Pennsylvania Wildlife Research, 
and Mr. Gerstel, chief of game re- 
search.

“T haven't much faith in general 
predator or ‘‘vermin’’ control cam- 
paigns. The most charitable thing 
to be said of them is that they are 
usually a waste of time and energy 
Predators are not normally a major 
factor in holding down game species. 
When you talk about predation on a 
flock 
other 


of chickens or on sheep or 


livestock it involves not so 
much biological problems as it does 
economic ones, and when we consid 
er the relation of the predator with 
other wild species it becomes much 
more a question of biological inter- 
relationship. In such conditions pre- 
dators are not often a major factor 
in determining the next year’s popu 


lation of game. 


“Let me point out that the major 
limiting factors on game species that 
we know of now are usually three, 
alone or in combination First, the 
amount of food and cover available 
to that animal on the range normally 
occupied, and not the amount of food 
at a favorable season of the year but 
the amount that is there and avail 
able to his use at the time when he 
needs it most during the poorest sea 
son, late winter and spring The 
second major factor is disease The 
third major factor is the harvest that 
you take out of that group. In years

William Bell Watkins, M. F. H.
